The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  V.P.  Irvin. 

It  was  duly  noted  that  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  would  be  chairing  the 
Council  meeting  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  announced  that  President  Faherty 
would  not  be  in  attendance  at  this  meeting  due  to  a  death  in  his 
family  and  that  the  President  had  prepared  a  written  activities 
report  for  the  Vice  Presidents.  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  suggested  that 
the  Vice  Presidents  read  this  report  at  their  leisure.  Exec. 
V.P.  Lydon  presented  a  brief  report  on  behalf  of  the  President 
which  included: 

The  Mass.  AFL-CIO  COPE  Committee  voted  to  endorse  Stanley 
Rosenberg  to  fill  the  State  Senator's  seat  vacated  by  John  Olver 
who  was  elected  to  Congress  and  noted  that  Congressman  Olver 
would  be  joining  the  Council  members  at  the  Clambake  directly 
following  the  Board  meeting. 

That  President  Faherty  was  one  of  the  original  signers  of  the 
TEAM  Initiative  Petition  being  filed  on  he  Graduated  Income  Tax 
and  Corporate  Tax  Reporting  requirements. 

That  the  Quincy  Shipyard  had  been  reopened  and  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon 
announced  that  V.P.  Cardinal  could  update  the  Vice  Presidents  on 
this  matter. 

That  congratulations  were  in  order  for  V.P.  Alman  in  his 
appointment  to  the  Higher  Education  Coordinating  Council. 

That  materials  were  passed  out  announcing  the  Invest  in 
Massachusetts  Pension  conference  scheduled  to  be  held  at  the 
Sheraton  Boston  on  October  3  0-31  and  November  1. 


Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  announced  that  meeting  were  scheduled  to  be  held 
in  the  following  four  Senatorial  Districts  regarding  the  U.I. 
Legislation  and  requested  the  support  of  the  Vice  Presidents  and 
attendance  of  their  respective  members  at  each  of  these  meetings.

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  announced  that  each  of  the  above  meeting  would 
begin  at  7:00  P.M. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  also  reported  that  the  President  had  received  a 
letter  of  resignation  from  the  Exec.  Council  from  V.P.  Nick 
Dimitropolis . 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  informed  the  Council  members  that  V.P.  Joyqe  was 
still  in  the  hospital  and  that  he  was  in  Room  1015  at  the 
Deaconess  Hospital  in  Boston. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Written  report  as  submitted  by  the  President 
along  with  the  President's  Report  as  reported  by  Exec.  V.P. 
Lydon.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  a  Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
Minutes  of  the  June  20,  1991  Executive  Council  Meeting.   So  voted. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER ; 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  he  had  submitted  Financial 
Reports  for  the  months  of  June  and  July  in  that  there  was  no 
Council  meeting  during  the  month  of  July.  He  noted  the  month  of 
June  was  lean  financially  but  did  end  up  better  due  to  back  per 
capita  monies  that  have  been  paid  and  also  from  Registration  Fees 
coming  in  for  the  upcoming  Convention  and  from  the  DET  Grant. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  per  capita  was  being  paid  on 
214,000  members  and  noted  that  one,  large,  major  affiliate,  NAGE, 
was  still  not  with  us  in  that  the  per  capita  issue  was  still 
unresolved  and  that  this  per  capita  amount  represents  17,000 
people  and  noted  that  this  situation  would  play  a  role  in  per 
capita  discussions  with  the  Finance  Committee.  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  the  Finance  Committee,  Chaired  by 
V.P.  Irvin  and  comprised  of  the  Executive  Officers,  V.P.  Alman 
and  V.P.  Devlin  would  be  meeting  shortly  to  discuss  per  capita. 
On  the  June  expenses,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  the  COPE 


account  was  in  pretty  good  shape  and  suggested  the  V.P.'s  look  to 
the  July  COPE  financial  report  in  that  it  showed  an  amount  of 
$42.00  which  he  advised  was  from  President  Faherty's  receipt  of 
expenses  as  a  member  of  the  Energy  Siting  Council  that  he  had 
turned  into  a  COPE  contribution  and  a  COPE  contribution  in  the 
amount  of  $5,000  which  he  reported  was  received  from  V.P.  Foley 
and  the  Steelworkers  as  a  contribution  to  COPE.  The  Secretary- 
Treasurer  publicly  thanked  V.P.  Foley  and  the  Steelworkers  for 
this  generous  COPE  contribution. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Financial  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' 8  ACTIVITIES  REPORT; 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  he  had  attended  and 
addressed  the  State  Convention  of  the  International  Association 
of  Firefighters  and  commend  their  state  President  Bob  McCarthy 
and  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Vice  President  Mike  Mullane  for  their 
assistance  in  affiliating  IAFF  local  unions  with  the  Council;  on 
attending  the  IALC  Dinner  in  June  and  commended  President 
Faherty,  Legislative  Director  Foley  and  members  of  that  Committee 
for  a  job  well  done  and  for  their  dedication  to  this  endeavor;  on 
attending  and  speaking  at  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Substance  Abuse 
Conference  held  in  Springfield  and  noted  Committee  Chair  Chuck 
Monahan  and  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Project  Coordinator  Rich  Slein  have 
been  doing  a  great  job  with  this  Committee  and  in  putting 
together  these  conferences  and  noted  it  was  his  hope  to  secure 
another  Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse  Grant  to  continue  these 
activities. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  both  he  and  President 
Faherty  were  active  as  members  of  the  MassJOBS  Council  and  as 
such  were  attending  the  regular  meetings  as  well  as  various 
committee  meetings  and  that  federal  monies  were  going  to  be 
coming  into  the  state  for  training  programs  and  that  labor  must 
have  a  say  in  these  important  programs  and  that  they  would 
continue  to  serve  as  members  of  the  MassJOBS  Council  to  insure 
labor's  input. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  also  reported  on  becoming  involved  in  the 
ESL  Program  at  the  University  of  Mass.  at  Amherst  regarding  non- 
needs  tested  revenue  being  cut  and  of  working  with  Secretary  of 
Economic  Affairs  Dan  Gregory  to  get  additional  funds  to  continue 
the  program.  He  also  noted  that  this  program  was  very  important 
to  working  people  in  that  to  qualify  a  person  could  only  make 
between  $10, 000-$12 , 000  per  year;  on  attending  a  reception  for 
Representative  Suzanne  Bump  who  has  been  working  closely  with  our 
Legislative  Director  and  who  was  doing  a  great  job  for  working 
people;  on  successful  meetings  with  Representative  Finneran 
regarding  the  possibility  of  a  co-generation  plant  being  built  at 
U-Mass.  Amherst  which  would  come  under  the  prevailing  wage  law 
and  would  secure  jobs;  on  attending  an  ACTWU  strike  rally  at 
Grieco  Brothers  Company  in  Lawrence  with  President  Faherty  and 
advised  that  the  Local  union  involved  in  this  strike  was  a  very 
active  and  vocal  one  on  the  picket  line  and  that  one  day  after 
the  rally  the  strike  had  been  settled. 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  he,  the  President  and 
the  Legislative  Director  have  been  working  closely  regarding 
funding  for  UI  benefit  levels  along  with  the  Section  #3  0  which 
affects  thousands  of  programs;  attended  a  UAW,  District  #65  rally 
at  BU  with  President  Faherty  to  support  the  Local  union  in 
contract  talks. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  advised  he  was  in  the  process  of  securing 
the  new  DET  grant  and  that  John  Laughlin  and  Giro  Cardinal  had 
done  work  in  writing  the  new  grant  which  will  try  to  do  new 
innovative  programs  around  what  skills  will  be  needed  for  jobs. 
He  also  reported  that  he  was  trying  to  plug  in  Union  people  on 
Regional  Employment  Boards;  advised  on  meeting  with  Pres.  Faherty 
and  Bill  Lisano  from  the  U.S.  Dept.  of  Labor  regarding  UI  issues 
and  that  the  statistics  are  showing  that  the  numbers  of 
unemployed  are  dropping  but  there  are  no  gains  in  employment 
showing  in  any  employment  sector  and  that  the  Council  is  working 
with  Senator  Kennedy  regarding  trying  to  do  something  on  the 
insured  unemployment  numbers. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  attending  the  swearing  in 
ceremony  of  U.S.  Marshal  and  former  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's 
President  Robert  Guiney  and  noted  he  is  one  of  our  own  and  that 
it  was  the  first  time  a  member  of  a  Police  Union  has  been 
appointed  to  this  position;  attended  the  signing  of  S-1509;  met 
with  AFL-CIO  Regional  Director  Frank  Myers  regarding  regional 
legislation,  HR-5  and  Solidarity  Day  events  and  noted  500+  seats 
were  being  secured  on  the  AMTRAK,  Boston-Washington,  D.C. 
Solidarity  Train;  on  attending  meetings  of  the  Signpainters  Union 
in  Cambridge  regarding  a  billboard  problem  and  its  impact  on 
workers . 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT I 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  he  had  attended  the 
U/Mass.  Institute  for  Labor  Affairs  Awards  dinner  that  honored 
V.P.  Felder  and  Mark  Erlich  of  the  Mass.  Building  Trades; 
attending  a  conference  on  Rerum  Novarum  sponsored  by  The  Labor 
Guild  at  MIT  and  noted  that  Fr.  Ed  Boyle  did  a  great  job  in 
putting  the  conference  together. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  that  labor  has  been  represented 
and  has  participated  on  the  Boards  of  Trustees  at  State 
Universities,  Colleges  and  Community  Colleges  and  advised  that 
the  three  Universities  (Amherst-Boston-Lowell-SMU  and  Worcester) 
had  merged  into  one  U/Mass.  with  five  campuses  and  that  the 
separate  Boards  of  Trustees  would  be  abolished  and  that  a  new 
Board  would  be  appointed  in  September  and  that  through  the 
efforts  of  Sen.  Birmingham  legislation  had  been  amended  which 
included  language  that  says  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  will  submit 
the  names  for  Labor  Trustee  and  that  a  letter  would  be 
forthcoming  from  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  submitting  the  names 
of  both  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer  for  appointment  to 


the  Board. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  attending  the  Scholarship 
Awards  Dinner  sponsored  by  the  Brockton  Central  Labor  Council  and 
commended  this  Council's  efforts  for  doing  a  great  job  in 
providing  scholarships  with  limited  resources  being  a  small  CLC. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  announced  plans  were  underway  for  a  50th 
Anniversary  Dinner  honoring  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program  and 
that  Joe  O'Donnell  and  Prof.  John  Dunlop  would  be  honored  and 
that  it  would  be  scheduled  sometime  in  March  after  the  HTUP 
graduation  ceremonies  and  that  he  would  keep  the  Board  updated  on 
this  event. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  HTUP  Scholarship  interviews  would  be  held  in  the  month  of 
September  and  that  notification  would  be  forthcoming. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Education  Director.   So  Voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR; 

Legislative  Director  Foley  reported  on  legislation  that  was 
signed  by  the  Governor  affecting  the  computerization  of  workers 
compensation  insurers  at  the  rate  setting  commission  and  noted  it 
could  possibly  be  the  only  bill  that  we  will  have  signed,  this 
session  and  noted  that  this  particular  bill  was  put  together  by 
the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  the  rate  setting  commission  and  that  the 
new  system  is  already  up  and  running  and  it  also  resulted  in 
additional  jobs  being  added  to  that  Agency.  He  further  noted 
that  there  is  presently  a  10  day  waiting  grace  period  which  is 
being  looked  at  in  determining  insurers  and  that  business  does 
not  want  any  grace  periods  involved. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  noted  that  in  his  opinion  he  did  not 
feel  the  upcoming  legislative  session  would  be  a  very  active  one 
and  that  the  Legislature  will  be  trying  to  do  something  on 
the  workers  compensation  system  but  it  was  his  feeling  there  will 
not  be  enough  time. 

On  the  Unemployment  Insurance  issue,  Director  Foley  reported  that 
the  Council  have  been  making  plans  for  an  override  on  the 
Governor's  U.I.  Legislation  and  that  there  were  some  problems 
with  some  Democrats  on  the  override  and  that  this  legislation 
would  be  coming  out  the  3rd  or  4th  week  in  September.  He  noted 
the  major  fight  would  take  place  in  the  Senate  and  that  he  felt 
comfortable  with  the  Republicans  when  the  vote  comes  up. 

V.P.  Dart  inquired  as  to  whether  Senator  White  and  Wetmore  would 
be  with  our  program  on  the  UI  legislation. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  Senator  White  comes  from  a  large 
union  district  and  that  he  felt  this  Senator  was  not  a  problem 
and  that  Senator  Wetmore  is  the  Chair  of  Ways  and  Means  who 
would  be  reporting  the  legislation  out  and  that  he  also  felt  we 
were  in  good  shape  with  the  House  Commerce  and  Labor  Chair  on 


this  issue  and  further  noted  that  he  still  had  questions  on 
Senator  Pines  and  Senator  MacLean  on  this  matter  and  that  both 
had  agreed  to  appear  at  meetings  on  UI  in  their  respective 
districts  with  us. 

The  Legislative  Director  reported  that  he  and  President  Faherty 
had  been  attending  meetings  of  a  group  that  was  studying  the 
workers  compensation  system  and  noted  there  was  discussions 
taking  place  regarding  the  possibility  of  the  creation  of  a  judge 
magistrate  or  super  judge  position  to  oversee  industrial  accident 
judges;  cutting  partials  from  16  years  to  11  years;  discussions 
about  putting  a  panel  which  would  include  3  from  labor,  3  from 
the  business  community  and  1  Physician;  workers  compensation 
being  an  issue  for  collective  bargaining  for  those  who  want  it 
and  to  also  put  the  alternative  dispute  system  under  the 
collective  bargaining  process. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  reported  that  he,  President  Faherty 
and  Mass.  Building  Trades  Council  President  Leo  Purcell  went  to 
N.Y.  to  visit  with  IBEW  Local  3  to  review  their  union  run  workers 
compensation  benefits  program  which  has  been  doing  workers 
compensation  for  thirty  years  which  produces  better  benefits  at 
one-third  of  the  cost.  He  also  noted  that  this  state  would  also 
be  setting  up  alternative  dispute  legislation  and  that  drafts 
will  be  coming  out  in  a  few  weeks  and  we  would  be  working  on  it. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  the  one  of  the  biggest  issues  facing 
the  labor  movement  was  unemployment  insurance  and  that  it  had  to 
be  dealt  with  and  that  it  would  eventually  make  its  way  onto  the 
Governor's  desk  and  that  the  legislature  wanted  to  do  things  with 
workers  compensation  but  the  major  question  is  will  there  be 
enough  time  to  get  into  it  and  get  it  done. 

V.P.  Dart  inquired  if  there  were  any  discussions  taking  place 
regarding  raising  the  issue  of  determining  the  workers  comp 
premiums  based  on  hours  and  times  of  exposure  worked  and  could 
this  issue  be  raised  at  this  time. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  this  was  not  being  talked 
about  at  the  present  time  and  if  we  wanted  to  interject  this  into 
the  discussions  that  it  could  be  done. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Felder  inquired  of  the  Legislative  Director  as 
to  what  time  frame  he  was  looking  at  regarding  when  the  override 
votes  would  be  taking  place. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  legislature  would  be  back  on  the 
3rd  and  that  the  override  votes  would  possibly  take  place  during 
the  second  week  and  noted  the  original  plan  had  been  moved  from 
the  3rd  to  the  second  week  and  that  the  first  two  weeks  would  be 
used  to  deal  with  the  vetoes  votes  followed  by  two  weeks  of  light 
agendas. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  inguired  if  the  Legislature  was  trying  to  tie  in 
the  public  employees  group  health  insurance  issue  to  a  retirement 


incentive  piece. 

The  Legislative  Director  advised  that  the  Governor  had  already 
vetoed  the  90-10  split  and  was  pushing  a  75-25  one  and  that  to 
date,  the  legislature  had  put  in  enough  money  to  cover  the  90-10 
coverage  till  the  new  vote. 

MMS  on  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  of 
the  Greater  Boston  CLC  Labor  Day  Breakfast  to  be  held  at  9:00 
A.M.  on  Labor  Day  at  the  Boston  Park  Plaza  Hotel  and  that  all 
invited  head  table  guests  would  be  union  people  with  the  only 
exception  being  Mayor  of  Boston,  Ray  Flynn.  He  further  advised 
that  mailings  on  the  breakfast  had  gone  out  and  that  Solidarity 
Day  '91  events  would  not  interfere  with  the  breakfast  in  that 
everyone  would  be  back  from  the  D.C.  march.  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer 
urged  participation  and  attendance  by  the  Vice  Presidents  at  this 
breakfast  and  noted  that  there  would  be  heavy  press  conference  as 
in  the  past. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  notified  the  Vice  Presidents  that  V.P.  and 
Greater  Boston  CLC  Secretary-Treasurer  Joe  Joyce  would  not  be  in 
attendance  this  year  and  that  he  was  still  in  the  Hospital  and 
was  not  doing  very  well  and  that  he  had  his  good  days  and  bad 
days  and  suggested  the  V.P.  send  cards  out  to  him  and  to  sign  a 
card  that  would  be  passed  around  after  the  meeting  wishing 
Brother  Joyce  well. 

At  this  time,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  welcomed  AFL-CIO 
Regional  Director  Frank  Myers  to  the  meeting  along  with  President 
Emeritus  Osborn  and  also  publicly  thanked  Dick  Courtney  of  the 
AFL-CIO  Staff  in  assisting  in  putting  together  the  clambake  that 
would  follow  the  Council  Meeting.  He  also  passed  out  copies  of 
the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Legislative  Directories  to  the  Vice  Presidents 
and  noted  that  the  cost  for  ordering  additional  copies  would  be 
$.75.  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  also  noted  that  a  memo 
announcing  banners  to  be  hung  at  the  upcoming  Convention  were 
being  requested  and  was  passed  out  to  the  Vice  Presidents  along 
with  information  on  the  upcoming  Invest  In  Massachusetts 
Conference  and  on  the  TEAM  initiative,  he  reported  that  President 
Emeritus  Osborn  was  working  on  this  and  on  the  Tax  Justice 
Campaign  along.  He  further  reported  on  the  TEAM  literature 
regarding  the  push  for  a  graduated  income  tax  and  urged  the  Vice 
Presidents  to  read  the  TEAM  literature  at  their  leisure.  He 
further  noted  that  TEAM  Exec.  Director  Jim  Braude  would  speak  at 
the  Council  Convention. 

At  this  time,  Vice  President  spoke  on  the  TEAM  initiative 
petition  and  the  need  for  assistance  in  obtaining  the  required 
70,000  signatures  by  November. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  Council's  endorsing  this  TEAM 
effort,  which  vehicle  would  be  used  in  endorsing  it,  i.e. 
Convention  resolution  and  that  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  sits  on 


the  TEAM  Board  and  that  Pres.  Emeritus  Osborn  would  be  involved. 

At  this  time,  Pres.  Emeritus  Osborn  suggested  the  appropriate 
official  vehicle  for  endorsing  the  TEAM  initiative  would  be  via  a 
resolution  filed  at  the  Convention.  The  President  Emeritus  also 
urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  attend  the  upcoming  meetings 
scheduled  around  the  state  regarding  the  UI  issue  and  that  if  the 
Vice  Presidents  would  like  to  present  testimony  that  would  be 
most  welcomed  and  to  contact  him  or  Rich  Rogers. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Cardinal  announced  to  the  Council  members  that 
the  Union  Label  and  Service  Trades  Council  would  be  holding  its 
Convention  just  prior  to  the  Council  Convention  at  the  Park  Plaza 
and  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  there  assistance  over  the 
years  and  urged  their  participation  in  this  event. 

At  this  time,  Ken  Harkins,  United  Way  Labor  Liaison  thanked  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  the  Mass.AFL-CIO  Food  Bank  money  and 
food  and  that  he  saw  it  in  action  in  assisting  the  ACTWU  strikers 
at  Grieco  Brothers. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Abdow  informed  the  Council  of  the  6,000+  new 
UFCW  Local  791  union  members  in  that  the  Shaws  Market  independent 
union  had  voted  to  affiliate  with  the  UFCW  and  informed  the  Vice 
Presidents  that  during  this  drive  and  the  contract  negotiations 
which  followed,  over  70  Int.  Union  Representatives  from  UFCW  were 
moved  into  the  area  to  offer  their  assistance  to  791.  He 
congratulated  Exec.  V.P.  and  UFCW  1445  President  John  Phinney  for 
the  success. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  and  Pioneer  Valley  CLC  President  Ed  Collins 
reported  that  the  Pioneer  Valley  CLC  had  meet  and  came  up  with 
unanimous  COPE  recommendations  for  Longmeadow/East  Longmeadow 
with  the  leaving  of  Iris  Holland  the  Council  voted  to  recommend 
Mary  Gail  Kokkinias  and  in  Chicopee  they  voted  to  unanimously 
recommend  Joe  Wagner  who  he  further  advised  could  be  a 
controversial  endorsement.  V.P.  Collins  suggested  suspending  the 
rules  of  the  meeting  to  take  a  COPE  vote  or  to  use  the  Council's 
telephone  COPE  poll  in  this  matter. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  suggested  the  use  of  the  COPE  telephone  poll. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Felder  reported  the  public  sector  unions  would 
be  filing  a  referenda  along  with  legislation  to  be  filed 
regarding  funding  of  the  public  employee  health  insurance 
benefits  and  further  advised  the  Governor  had  vetoed  further 
funding  and  that  the  present  funding  only  goes  through  October. 
She  further  noted  a  plan  to  override  the  Governor's  veto  on  this 
issue  would  have  to  be  put  together.  V.P.  Felder  also  noted  the 
ALLIANCE  and  other  public  employee  unions  are  looking  at  a 
referenda  question  regarding  funding  of  their  negotiated  and 
signed  but  unfunded  contracts;  she  noted  the  Governor  was  working 
against  the  funding  of  these  contracts.  She  urged  the 
assistance  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  in  this  matter  in  that  the  state 
workers  had  received  no  pay  increase  in  three  years. 


V.P.  Abdow  noted  that  the  endorsement  recommendations  of  the 
Pioneer  Valley  CLC  were  voted  unanimously  for  each  race  and  that 
this  should  be  noted  when  doing  the  telephone  poll.

TEAM'S  TAX  JUSTICE  CAMPAIGN 

TEAM  has  launched  a  multi-pronged  three-year  tax  justice  campaign 
that  will  culminate  in  November  1994  on  the  ballot  with  a  constitutional 
amendment  to  permit  a  Graduated  Income  Tax  and  a  gubernatorial 
election. 

The  goal  of  this  campaign  is  to  achieve  profound  tax  reform  to 
ensure  that  the  funding  of  public  services  is  better  based  on  ability  to  pay 
than  it  is  today.  A  fair  tax  structure  is  both  an  end  in  itself,  and  a  means  to 
promote  lasting  public  support  for  a  sufficient  level  of  revenues  to  pay  for 
the  high  quality  of  state  and  local  services  that  Bay  State  residents  deserve. 

There  are  three  key  components  to  the  campaign  —  all  of  which  are 
overlapping  and  interdependent:  passing  laws  by  the  ballot,  passing  laws 
(and  stopping  others)  through  the  Legislature,  and  lending  indirect 
electoral  support  to  legislative  candidates  who  share  our  vision.  In 
addition,  TEAM  will  join  other  state  and  federal  tax  equity  organizations  in 
working  for  fairer  taxing  and  spending  policies  at  the  federal  level. 

The  primary  means  to  these  ends  will  be  to  develop  a  stronger  and 
lasting  grassroots  base  through  the  Home  TEAMs,  and  to  continue  to 
build  our  statewide  coalition  of  groups  representing  labor,  human 
services  and  others  with  common  interests  in  progressive  ways  of  raising 
and  spending  revenues. 

I.  ELECTORAL  POLITICS:  The  repeal  of  the  tax  on  business  and 
professional  services  in  March  1990  ~  despite  public  support  for  that  tax  as 
expressed  through  defeat  of  Question  3  —  underscored  a  truism  that  public 
interest  advocates  have  long  known:  an  unsympathetic  Legislature  and 
administration  can  undo  in  a  matter  of  days  policies  that  it  took  months  or 
years  to  create. 

TEAM  is  not  established  as  an  electoral  organization,  and  therefore 
cannot  support  or  oppose  candidates  directly.  However,  TEAM  can  play  an 
important  role  in  several  ways:

A.  Members  of  local  Home  TEAMs  are  free  to  make  contributions 
and  work  for  (or  against)  candidates  as  they  see  fit,  and  to  share 
information  among  themselves  about  their  efforts; 

B.  The  central  TEAM  office  and  Home  TEAMs  can  research  and 
publicize  the  voting  records  and/or  positions  taken  by  legislators  and 
candidate; 

C.  TEAM  can  provide  potential  candidates  with  budget  and  tax 
literacy  training; 

D.  Home  TEAMs  can  express  views  through  local  media  outlets  and 
hold  information  forums,  training  sessions,  debates,  etc.  to  build  support 
for  the  issues  we  care  about,  indirectly  aiding  candidates  who  support  those 
issues. 

II.  LEGISLATIVE  WORK:   TEAM  has  been  an  important  presence  in 
the  State  House  since  its  inception,  both  directly  through  lobbying  for  and 
against  bills,  and  indirectly  by  leading  a  coalition  of  numerous 
organizations  who  lobby  on  behalf  of  a  common  agenda.  TEAM  will 
continue  to  perform  those  functions,  and  hopes  to  broaden  its  legislative 
clout  through  coordinating  more  district-based  advocacy  and  education. 

Specific  legislative  actions  planned  for  the  fall  are  as  follows: 

A.  Restoration  Budget.  We  believe  the  public  shares  our  desire 
to  see  many  programs  and  services  restored.  That  public  sentiment  is  likely 
to  grow  as  the  cuts  hit  home  ~  as  more  libraries  close,  classroom  sizes 
increase,  elderly  lose  their  medical  services,  fire  and  police  department 
response  time  slows,  and  so  on.  In  the  fall,  we  will  push  for  a  "restoration 
budget"  to  bring  back  some  of  those  services.  Funding  for  the  budget  will 
need  to  come  from  one  or  more  of  the  following  three  sources: 

(1)  Revenues  that  come  in  higher  than  has  been  projected  (we  believe 
the  state  has  underestimated  revenues  for  FY92  ~  as  it  did  for  FY91); 

(2)  New  taxes  (the  House  leadership  "promised"  many  House 
members  that  an  education  reform  package  including  new  taxes  would  be 
seriously  considered  in  the  fall,  and  other  tax  measures  may  be  proposed); 

(3)  Savings  (there  are  certainly  many  reforms  yet  to  be  implemented 
that  could  improve  efficiency  without  hurting  vital  services). 

B.  Opposing  New  Tax  Breaks  for  Corporations  and  the 
Wealthy.  Governor  Weld  has  proudly  trumpeted  various  "supply  side 


economics"  plans  to  give  away  literally  a  half  a  billion  dollars  of  new  tax 
breaks.  Under  his  long  since  discredited  "trickle  down"  theory,  these  tax 
breaks  are  supposed  to  benefit  working  and  middle-class  residents.  As  the 
Reagan  years  proved,  the  real  effect  would  be  to  ensure  that  the  rich  get 
richer,  and  the  poor  get  poorer. 

Weld  temporarily  backed  off  his  plans  this  spring  after  TEAM 
publicized  how  much  they  would  cost,  and  provided  documentation  that 
they  would  not  create  new  jobs  or  help  the  economy  (and  in  fact,  would 
slow  economic  recovery  by  taking  resources  away  from  more  obviously 
productive  services). 

Despite  this  publicity,  and  despite  the  mammoth  budget  deficit  this 
year,  the  House  Democratic  leadership  did  what  even  Weld  wouldn't, 
initiating  the  first  of  these  breaks  —  a  new  research  and  development  tax 
credit  for  businesses.  Emboldened  by  this  win,  Weld  recently  told  a  Boston 
Herald  reporter  that  he  is  once  again  preparing  to  file  a  Reaganesque  "tax 
relief  package  for  the  Legislature  to  consider,  perhaps  as  early  as  this  fall. 

We  will  fight  these  cynical  policies  through  the  Home  TEAMs,  the 
media  and  direct  lobbying. 

III.  BALLOT  INITIATIVES: 

Since  the  Legislature  and  administration  will  most  certainly  continue 
to  oppose  much  of  the  TEAM  agenda  despite  the  aforementioned  efforts, 
TEAM  will  pursue  a  two-part,  three-year  approach  to  furthering  the 
reform  agenda  through  the  ballot  process.  Statewide  ballot  initiatives  may 
only  be  considered  in  legislative  election  years:  1992  and  1994. 

A.  CORPORATE  TAX  REPORTING.   (See  fact  sheets)  TEAM 
plans  to  obtain  the  signatures  necessary  to  put  a  CTR  law  on  the  ballot  in 
November  1992. 

1.  What  it  is:  Under  this  law,  the  state  would  annually  publish  a  list 
of  how  much  banks,  insurance  companies  and  publicly-traded  corporations 
(those  listed  on  the  stock  exchange)  pay  in  state  taxes.  Disclosure  of  this 
information  will  give  TEAM  and  others  the  tools  we  need  to  explore 
whether  big  businesses  are  paying  their  fair  share  of  taxes  relative  to  other 
firms,  and  relative  to  the  working  and  middle  class  residents. 

More  than  50,000  corporations  paid  the  minimum  tax  (then  $228, 
now  $456)  in  1986  ~  the  most  recent  year  for  which  data  is  available. 


That's  less  than  a  quarter  of  what  the  average  working  man  or  woman  pays 
in  state  taxes  each  year.  Right  now,  we  have  no  idea  which  ones  are  paying 
so  little,  and  have  insufficient  data  to  figure  out  why.  We  have  good 
reason  to  believe  the  massive  corporate  tax  avoidance  discovered  on  the 
federal  level  in  the  mid-'80s  is  not  alien  to  Massachusetts. 

Without  the  necessary  information,  corporate  tax  reform  is  almost 
impossible  to  achieve. 

2.  The  History.  TEAM  has  sponsored  CTR  bills  in  the  Legislature 
for  the  past  four  years.  While  the  measure  has  made  it  through  both  the 
House  and  the  Senate,  it  never  made  it  through  both  branches  in  the  same 
year.  Whenever  the  bill  has  begun  to  move,  all  major  business  associations 
have  named  it  their  top  priority  to  oppose.  Apparently,  their  members  feel 
they  have  a  lot  to  hide,  which  gives  us  all  the  more  reason  to  want  to  find 
out  why. 

3.  Why  the  Ballot.  Industry  opposition  to  CTR  has  rendered  it 
nearly  impossible  to  pass  through  the  Legislature  and  Bill  Weld  is  now 
obstacle  number  two.  But  strong  public  support  for  the  measure  in  poll 
after  poll  makes  it  a  good  candidate  for  a  fruitful  ballot  campaign.  Our 
work  will: 

a.  build  grassroots  support  for  corporate  tax  reform,  an  important 
component  of  tax  equity; 

b.  highlight  the  amount  of  waste  and  inefficiency  in  the  corporate 
sector  --  waste  that  is  often  overlooked  amidst  the  passionate  public  sector 
hack-bashing; 

c.  aid  us  in  our  efforts  to  stop  unproductive,  costly  corporate  tax 
breaks  (if  we  don't  know  what  they're  doing  with  the  breaks  they  already 
get,  why  should  we  give  them  more?) 

B.  GRADUATED  INCOME  TAX.  (See  fact  sheet)  This  three- 
year  campaign  will  seek  a  constitutional  amendment  to  allow  a  Graduated 
Income  Tax  in  Massachusetts.  Simultaneously,  we  will  work  for  a  tax  rate 
structure  to  ensure  that  a  majority  of  low-  and  middle-income  families 
receive  tax  relief,  while  only  the  wealthiest  among  us  would  pay  more. 

1.  Why  do  it:  Currently,  low-  and  middle-income  residents  in 
Massachusetts  pay  a  significantly  higher  percentage  of  their  incomes  in 
taxes  than  do  the  rich.  The  only  way  to  significantly  alter  that  equation  is 
to  adopt  an  income  tax  structure  based  on  ability  to  pay  ~  a  GIT. 


This  amendment  can  only  be  achieved  through  a  combined 
ballot/legislative  process,  as  required  by  the  Constitution.  First  we  must 
gather  the  requisite  signatures  this  fall,  and  then  25%  of  the  legislators 
must  approve  the  amendment  on  the  ballot  in  1992,  and  again  in  the  1993/4 
session.  Only  after  that  has  been  done  may  the  measure  appear  on  the 
ballot  in  1994. 

2.  Rate  Structure:  Since  the  actual  rate  structure  will  not  be  adopted 
through  the  constitutional  amendment,  ensuring  that  a  fair  system  becomes 
law  will  be  a  critical  part  of  the  campaign.  The  rate  structure  is  a  law 
change,  and  law  changes  can  be  achieved  in  one  of  two  ways:  through  the 
legislature  or  on  the  ballot.  We  will  explore  both  options  as  the  debate 
unfolds. 

Meanwhile,  economist  Andrew  Reschovsky  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  has  already  devised  for  TEAM  a  preliminary  analysis  of  a 
revenue-neutral  rate  structure,  showing  that  one  could  be  adopted  that 
would  drop  the  rate  for  80%  of  the  taxpayers,  and  increase  it  for  only  the 
top  20%.  Under  this  80/20  plan,  the  top  rate  would  be  lower  than  that  in  a 
number  of  other  states. 

3.  History:  Attempts  to  win  such  an  amendment  have  failed  four 
times  in  the  past  ('62,  '68,  72,'  76).  It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  main 
reasons  they  lost  had  more  to  do  with  the  campaigns  than  with  initial  public 
sentiment.  Proponents  had  virtually  no  money  or  field  organization,  and 
were  easily  outspent  by  the  opposition. 

Despite  these  past  losses,  polls  continue  to  show  that  when  a  GIT  is 
described  objectively  to  the  public,  a  majority  in  all  income  brackets 
support  it.  Just  as  we  defeated  Question  3  through  facts,  not  emotional 
rhetoric,  we  can  win  GIT  —  not  by  preaching  to  the  public,  but  by 
informing  them  and  trusting  that  they  will  make  the  right  choices. 
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GRADUATED  INCOME  TAX: 
TAXATION  BASED  ON  ABILITY  TO  PAY 

THE  PROBLEM:  Massachusetts  state  and  local  taxes  place  a  far  greater  burden  on  the  poor  and 
middle-class  than  on  the  wealthy.  A  recent  analysis  showed  that  the  poor  pay  twice  as  much 
of  their  income  in  these  taxes  than  Bay  State  millionaires,  while  the  middle-income  families 
pay  1  1/2  times  as  much.   In  other  words,  taxation  is  surely  not  based  upon  ability  to  pay. 

A  key  barrier  to  fairness  is  a  provision  in  the  Massachusetts  Constitution  which  requires 
a  "flat"  income  tax,  meaning  the  rate  remains  constant  for  each  type  of  income  regardless  of 
whether  you  make  $20,000  or  $2  million  a  year. 

THE  SOLUTION:  Amending  the  state  Constitution  to  abolish  the  flat  tax  and  require  the  state 
to  adopt  a  graduated  income  tax  structure  is  the  best  way  to  ensure  that  the  Massachusetts  tax 
system  is  better  based  on  ability  to  pay.  A  graduated  income  tax  is  one  in  which  the  rate  of 
taxation  increases  as  income  rises.  The  federal  government,  and  35  of  the  40  states  that  tax 
earned  income,  have  graduated  rates. 

Simultaneously  with  seeking  this  constitutional  amendment,  TEAM  would  lead  the  fight 
to  pass  a  rate  structure  that  would  guarantee  that  low-  and  middle-income  families  pay  less 
under  a  graduated  income  tax,  while  the  wealthier  would  shoulder  a  greater  share  of  the 
burden.  In  fact,  a  recent  study  showed  that  taxes  could  be  cut  for  80%  of  the  taxpayers,  while 
keeping  the  top  rate  for  wealthy  taxpayers  below  that  of  a  number  of  other  states,  including 
California. 

Four  previous  attempts  ('62,  '68,  '72,  '76)  have  been  made  to  amend  the  Constitution  to 
permit  a  graduated  income  tax,  and  each  one  was  defeated.  However,  advocates  for  the 
amendment  had  no  paid  staff,  little  money  and  no  grass-roots  campaign  to  counter  the 
disinformation  spread  by  well-funded  opponents.  TEAM  is  in  a  position  to  provide  the  expertise, 
the  organization  and  resources  that  are  necessary  to  win. 

THE  PROCESS:  The  soonest  a  constitutional  amendment  could  be  placed  on  the  ballot  is  1994. 
But  the  process  begins  this  fall  (1991)  with  an  amendment  proposal  which  must  be  signed  by 
more  than  70,000  registered  voters.  It  must  then  obtain  approval  from  25%  of  all  House  and 
Senate  members  in  two  consecutive  legislative  sessions  (1992  and  1993-94).  The  amendment 
would  then  be  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  next  state  election  in  November  1994. 
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for  Massachusetts

CORPORATE  TAX  REPORTING 


THE  PROBLEM:  Elected  officials  and  the  public  don't  have  access  to  information  on 
how  much  for  little^  maior  corporations,  banks  and  insurance  companies  are  paving  in  state 
income  taxes.  Because  that  data  is  not  available,  there  are  many  unanswered  questions: 

*  In  1986,  the  most  recent  year  for  which  information  is  available,  more  than  50,000  of 
the  state's  105,000  corporations  paid  the  minimum  tax  of  $228  (that  was  later  raised  to 
$456).  Even  at  $456,  that's  about  one-fourth  of  what  the  average  family  pays  in  state 
taxes.  Why  are  so  many  paying  so  little? 

*  Businesses'  share  of  all  taxes  collected  in  Massachusetts  is  low  -  49th  of  all  50  states 
(only  Nebraska  is  lower).  Are  some  corporations  not  paying  their  fair  share? 

*  In  1985, 292  corporations  with  gross  receipts  over  $10  million  paid  the  minimum  tax; 
in  1986  the  number  rose  to  921.  In  1987,  court  documents  revealed  that  the  Bank  of 
Boston  paid  no  state  taxes  that  year  despite  posting  a  $19.7  million  profit.  Are  there 
legitimate  reasons  these  giants  pay  so  little  or  are  they  using  "creative"  accounting  methods? 

*  In  1950,  corporate  excise  taxes  accounted  for  20%  of  state  tax  revenues;  today  they 
make  up  less  than  10%.  Why  the  decline? 

In  1988,  the  Legislature  adopted  a  new  multi-million  dollar  corporate  tax  break. 
This  year,  despite  the  budget  deficit,  they  passed  a  huge  new  research  and  development  tax 
credit.  How  do  we  determine  if  this  kind  of  "tax  relief  creates  jobs  or  boosts  economic 
productivity,  or  whether  it  merely  serves  as  a  hand-out  to  those  who  don't  need  one? 

Over  the  past  two  years,  state  tax  receipts  from  banks,  insurance  companies  and 
corporations  have  dropped  dramatically:  double-digit  declines  (as  high  as  48%  for  banks) 
occurred  in  FY90  and  91.  Are  there  reasons  beyond  the  recession  for  the  decline? 

THE  SOLUTION:  The  Corporate  Tax  Reporting  law  would  not  increase  or  cut 
corporate  taxes:  it  would  simply  provide  information  to  policv-makers  and  the  voters. 

Under  this  initiative,  the  Secretary  of  State  would  annually  release  information  on 
how  much  publicly-traded  corporations  (only  those  listed  on  the  stock  exchange),  banks 
and  insurance  companies  pay  in  state  income  taxes  and  the  method  used  to  calculate  tax 
liability.  "Mom  and  pop"  businesses  would  not  be  affected. 

This  measure  would  apply  only  to  those  corporations,  banks  and  insurance 
companies  already  required  by  federal  or  state  law  to  disclose  what  they  pay  in  federal 
taxes.  In  the  mid-1980s,  a  Washington-based  group,  Citizens  for  Tax  Justice,  used  public 
information  about  federal  tax  payments  to  show  that  many  profitable  multi-billion  dollar 
businesses  weren't  paying  any  taxes  at  all.  This  explosive  information  enraged  the  public 
and  led  Congress  to  pass  —  and  Ronald  Reagan  to  sign  ~  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1986, 
closing  many  loopholes  for  corporate  tax  evaders. 

An  additional  provision  in  the  initiative  would  require  the  state  to  annually  release  a 
detailed  analysis  of  the  impact  of  all  major  tax  breaks  passed  after  January  1, 1988. 

Businesses  that  have  nothing  to  hide  have  nothing  to  fear  from  Corporate  Tax 
team      Reporting.

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Rep.  Kennedy 
urges  support  for 
graduated  tax

Rep.  Joseph  Kennedy  yesterday 
threw  his  political  weight  behind  an 
effort  to  institute  a  graduated  in- 
come tax  in  Massachusetts,  but  Gov. 
Weld  said  he  would  veto  any  legisla- 
tion that  furthers  that  goal. 

Kennedy,  who  became  the  lead 
signer  of  the  Tax  Equity  Alliance  for 
Massachusetts'  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendment  requiring  a  gradu- 
ated state  income  tax,  said  progres- 
sive taxation  is  a  matter  of  fairness. 
"Thirty-five  out  of  the  40  states 
that  have  income  taxes  have  gradu- 
ated income  taxes,"  Kennedy  said  at 
a  news  conference  outside  the  attor- 
ney general's  office,  where  TEAM 
filed  its  initiative  petitions.  "Mass- 
achusetts, which  is  supposed  to  be 
one  of  the  most  progressive  and  en- 
lightened states  . . .  has  a  very  re- 
gressive tax  structure." 

Kennedy  stressed  that  the  effort 
was  not  a  back-door  attempt  to  raise 
taxes  and  said  he  would  abandon  the 
petition  drive  if  that  happened.  To 
guarantee  that  a  net  tax  hike  doesn't 
result,  backers  of  the  graduated  tax 
will  propose  revenue-neutral  pro- 
gressive tax  rates  as  a  bill  that  would 
take  effect  if  voters  approved  the 
constitutional  amendment 

If  the  Legislature  failed  to  pass 
that  bill,  TEAM  and  its  allies  would 
then  work  to  put  the  revenue-neutral 
rates  on  the  ballot  as  well,  Kennedy 
said. 

"Those  who  want  to  simply  throw 
snowballs  at  a  fair  idea  will  not  be 
able  to  because  in  fact  the  very  spe- 
cific nature  of  the  new  system  will  be 
filed  for  all  to  see,"  Kennedy  said. 

But  Barbara  Anderson,  executive 
director  of  Citizens  for  Limited  Tax- 
ation, scoffed  at  Kennedy's  claim 
that  a  graduated  income  tax 
wouldn't  amount  to  an  overall  tax  in- 
crease. 

"Why  would  any  taxpayer  in 
Massachusetts  be  foolish  enough  to 
believe  politicians  and  human  service 
advocates  and  special-interest 
groups  when  they  say  trust  .me  . . . 
give  me  the  right  to  have  a  graduat- 
ed income  tax,  and  we  won't  raise 
your  taxes?' "  she  asked. 

Although  Kennedy  said  the  pro- 
posed tax  rate  schedules  were  not  fi- 
nalized, he  predicted  that  under  a 
progressive  tax,  75  percent  of  tax- 
payers would  pay  less.  He  said  taxes 
would  probably  go  up  for  families 
with  incomes  of  more  than  $90,000, 
while  families  earning  below  that 
would  pay  less.  Individuals  with  in- 
comes under  $75,000  would  probably 
pay  less,  Kennedy  said. 

Asked  about  a  graduated  income 


tax  at  a  morning  news  conference. 
Weld  reiterated  his  opposition,  say- 
ing "it  might  scare  off  business  that 
is  thinking  about  locating  and  ex- 1 
paneling  here."  Weld  also  raised  the 
specter  of  higher  taxes  resulting 
from  a  graduated  income  tax. 

Although  Weld  has  no  formal 
role  in  the  process  of  amending  the 
constitution,  he  would  be  able  to  veto 
any  legislation  establishing  the  actu- 
al rate  structure. 

"If  I  have  that  authority,  at  the 
appropriate  time  I  would  exercise 
it,"  Weld  said. 

But  TEAM  executive  director 
Jim  Braude  said  that  by  also  going 
to  the  ballot  with  the  actual  tax 
rates,  backers  could  circumvent  a 
Weld  veto. 

Assuming  that  both  the  proposed 
constitutional  amendment  and  the 
proposed  law  setting  the  rates  made 
the  ballot,  voters  would  be  asked  in 
November  1994  whether  to  amend 
the  constitution  to  require  a  gradu- 
ated income  tax  and  then  whether  to 
approve  a  specific  tax  rate  structure. 

Before  that  happens,  however, 
TEAM  and  its  allies  would  have  to 
collect  more  than  70,000  signatures 
for  each  initiative  petition.  Then,  to 
make  the  ballot,  the  proposed  consti- 
tutional amendment  would  require 
the  approval  of  25  percent  of  law- 
makers, meeting  in  constitutional 
convention,  in  two  consecutive  Leg- 
islatures. 

Although  that  vote  is  more  than 
three  years  away,  the  graduated  in- 
come tax  seemed  to  become  some- 
thing of  a  rallying  cry  for  Democrats 
yesterday. 

Frank  Doyle,  director  of  state  re- 
lations for  the  city  of  Boston,  said 
Mayor  Flynn  would  be  behind  the 
proposal. 

"Mayor  Flynn  has  always  fa- 
vored taxes  based  on  people's  ability 
to  pay,"  Doyle  said.  "He  has  consis- 
tently been  a  lead  advocate  for  the 
graduated  income  tax." 

And  Democratic  State  Commit- 
tee chairman  Steven  Grossman  pre- 
dicted that  the  proposal  would  be- 
come a  pivotal  issue. 

"I  think  the  opposition  Bill  Weld 
has  articulated  to  a  progressive  tax 
will  harm  him  deeply  in  the  minds  of 
those  people  who  are  swing  voters  in 
any  election,"  Grossman  said.
